| Probably there is no word in any 
language which is used more than 
the word “democracy.” At the 
same time it is doubtful if there 
is any other word which has more 
meanings. The Russians, and their 
missionaries, the Communists, love 
the word. They have used it so 
much and so often that the momert 
it, or one of its variations appears 
in the title of any organization we 
immediately suspect that organiza- 
tion of being one of the various 
Communist-sponsored enterprises. 
At the same time it is perfectly 
obvious that the Russian interpre- 
tation of the word is entirely dif- 
ferent from the British, American 
or Canadian definition. 
x % 

IT WAS Abraham Lincoln who 
described democracy as being “gov- 
ernment of the people, for the 
people, by the people.” But 
democracy is more than that to us. 
It defies definition in a few words. 
But it is possible to express briefly 
the difference between what we 
might call “western” democracy 
and other political creeds which 
claim the right to use the same 
word to describe themselves. 
Under our idea of democracy the 
most important thing is the indiv- 
idual and the individual's welfare. 
The state is important only in so 
far as it protects and insures the 
rights of the individual. Under 
the Russian concept of democracy, 
in common with other “isms,” the 
state is all important and the in- 
dividual matters only insofar 
as he contributes to the welfare of 
the state 


IT 1S EASY to criticize “our way 
of life” for the extremes are not 
always pretty to contemplate. But 


in our blundering way we seem 
to have managed to achieve an 
efficiency and progress whith has 
been unrivaled by any other eys- 
tem.

Imperfect though our system 
may be it still offers hope to the 
individual and incentive for him 
to make the best possible use or 
the talents and abilities which God 
gave to him. On the other hand, 
under the system which puts the 
State first and the individual 
second, the perfection whith we 
can hope to attain after genera- 
tions of effort is the same per- 
fection which exists in a bee-hive.

1N A bee-hive all the bees exist 
for the good of the hive, Each one 
of them is born and bred to per- 
form by instinct certain duties re- 
quired for the good of the hive. 
Selective breeding over centurics 
has produced a creature which 
acts without having to think or 
consider the desirable or undesir- 
able. Somehow the thought of 
living in a bee-hive state does not 
appeal to us, because in the bee 
hive state the man who could think 
for himself would be a menace to 
public safety. 

It might be well when we con 
sider various political theories if 
we would ask ourselves whether 
they contribute towards the de- 
velopment of man as a thinking 
creature with the ability to decide 
and choose his own courses of 
action, or whether they tend to 
develop a creature which acts by 
instinct.
